» People of Holland ; yith a true Relation 
of the beginning of their Rebellion , 4+ 
gaynſt their lawfull Sonerayene Lord, 
King Philip the ſecond of Spayne. 


OLLAND at the crea» 
tion of the world was' no 
Land at all , and therefore 
not at the firſt intended by 


| God or Nature for a dwelling place of 


men; for it was then & long after a ſea, 
and conſequenly the habitation of fi- 
ſhes. Had it been meant for a habitatio 
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ground 
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of men , it had not only been ſuch high. 


Fs &  Olfenatindind 
' ground, thatit ſhould not have beets 
continually ſubie& to the inundation|. 


of the ſea, but alſo haue beene able :0 
hane yielded the inhabitantes bread to 
cate , & wood, or ſtoneto build with- 
all; and the foure elements would not 
haue conſpired togeather to be there all 


naught , & by being naught ynto men, | 


to thew their diſlike of viurpers that de- 
prine fiſhs of their due dwelling places. 

Being then at the fiſt wholy ſea, 
by reaſon of the flats & ſhallowes ther- 
of , it was partly by banckes rayſed of 


bauins and earch , through the labour 


of men ,and partely by ſandy downes 
or hillockes driuen tegeather by the 
rage of the waues , encroached vpon & 
gotten from the ſea , by the old An- 
ceſtours .of the now Inhabitants .

YN 
any minerall matter at all.Butwhat th al } 
I ſpeake of \their want of mynes in the. 
earth , when they haue wantof earth it 
ſelfe ; and yer notwithſtanding their 
want thereof, are faigne to make yſc of 
chat little they haue for their fuell, and 
fo begin to burne vp their Countrey be- 
fore the day of Iudgment. 

Graſle they haue, & that is all the 
greateſt good that their ground can 
affoard them , and heerof burter and 
cheeſe are the witneſſes : ' bur for this 
one benefit, they want many which o- 


know any benefits peculiar co them 
ſclues wherof they may boaſt, except 
only cwo: the one is their hauing of a 
Countrey which is the fitteſt for rebel- 
lion in all Chriſtendome ; and the other 


their dwelling , they are the neere(t 
neighbours to the Diuell, of any nation

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liuing ypon earth , 

- For other fingularities among 
the people , I haue noted , that they are 
oenerally fo bred vp to the Bible, that 
almoſt euery Cobler is a Dutch-Do- 
&our of Diuinity, & by inward illumi- 
nation of ſpirit ynderſtideth the Scrips. 
ture as well as they that wrote it. Yet 
fall thoſe inward illuminations ſo diffe= 
rent , that ſometimes feauen Religions 
. are found togeather in one family ; the 
man of the houſe being of one religion, 
the wife of another, and the children 
and (eruants of others : but many mors 
may there be in one houſe if the family 
be greater , by reaſon of the great ſtore 
of religions that are there dayly increa- 
fing & currant;for there were not more 
Jifforens laguages at the tower of Babel, 
the there are different beliefs in Holand; 
vpon which plurality of Sectes a friend. 
of myne made this Epigramme: "

Hell 1s nothing ſo odious ynto this 
people, as is the Spaniſh Inquifition , 
albeit they live in moredanger of hell 
then of it. The reaſon why they ſo much 
hate it , is becauſe it hateth the Babell 


of their Beliefe . But notwithſtanding 


their profeſſed freedom of all Religions, 


they can finde meanes without yſing - 


the name of an Inquiſition , todepreſle 
twa Religions, to wit, the Qldeſt, and

to his Religion: but Luther finding him 
fo to interprete the Scripture, as to d&« 
ny the Reſurreion of the dead,to hold 
that the ſoules of the good are1mmortall 
and do go to:God,and that the ſoules of 
the euill do conſume away and come to 
nothing,and conſequently that there 1s 
Neyther Diuel], nor Hell, except the hell 
of this world, and the Men-diuels 1n it; 
Luther offered rather to diſpute with 
him with his fiſtes, then with Scripture: 
wherups Loy finding ſuch harſh inter= 
tainmentrerurned to Antwerp again, 66 
left Luther vaconuerted.Buthauing its 
Antwerp ſeduced & brought many be 

| | by 


"doof his opinion, after Shad recanmad 
his doctrine and fallen go it agayne,, he 
was finally burnt , 
The family of Love began by one 
Henry Nicolas a Mercer , or Silke- Seller 
of Antwerp allo , who held among 
other thinges , that man ought to be 
Deifyed in God, and God Homofied in 
man'; and that men may have their hea- 
ven firſt heere 1n this world by living in 
that deifyed loue they ought todo, and 
heerafter in Heauen alſo. 

The laſt of theſe fix was the ſe 
of DanidGeorge a Glaile-painter of Delft 
_ in Holand. This monſter ſecretly tavghe 
his diſciples , that in himfelfe was'infu= 
ſed the (oule of the true Meflias and Sa- 
viour of the World; that he was more 
then E/zas,more then 8.

& heerin were his Commiſſioners that

The Moores being ſubdued in 
the end of the yeare of our Lord 1569. 
their rebellion not hauiag laſted bur a+ 
bout a yeare, the King]of Spayne fn 
ding it neceflary for the better brydling 
of the rebellious Nctherlanders , ſent 
within a whyle after, vnto the Duke of 
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Aluatheſumme of fix bundreth thou- 
ſand Ducats, This money coming out 
of Spaine in the moneth of December, in 
the yeare of our Lord r57r. was on the 
welt coaſt of Eyeland{cized vpon, and 
areſted by the Engliſh : by meanes of 
which wrongful detayning this money 
of the King of Spaynes, the duke of Al- 
#4 was fayne to demaund the tenth pe- 
ny of euery mans goods, that was of a- 
bility, for the ſupply of the want of the 
{aid 600000. ducats : but this demaund 
of his { cauſed chiefly through the En- 
gliſh arreſt of theſe ducats) was caule of 
a far greater detriment vnto the Kin 
of Spayne, then that wrongfully detay- 
ned money came vnto;ſo as the one 
great wrong was the cauſe of another 
which was farre greater: for heerupon 
all the Netherland people began to mut- 
rer, & to thew a generall vawillingnes 
vnto the ſo wyde ſtretching open of | 
their purſes. The ſeditiouſly affected 
tooke Occaſion by her forelockes', and: 
| to: 
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to the feare of this taxe,added the fayg- 
ned feare of the bringing in of a Spa- 
niſh inquiſttion. 

Heerupon one Monſieur de Lym- 
may,vnderſtanding by detayning of the 
King of Spaynes money in England, 
what hatred Queene did beare him, 
gat him with expedition our of France 
into Enelapd, where making knowne 
his Kees to any rebe]lious attempr, 
he receaued (uch encouragement by the 
promiſe of ayde from thence, and by 
ſuch inftruios as were giuen him,that 
from thence he came ouer into Holand, 
and there ypon the firſt day of April, 
in the yeare 1572. he ſurpriſed the 
towne of Briel, the firſt towne in Hol- 
nd that ſet itſelfe againſt the King of 
Sp4yne in open rebellion: after example 
whereof, Fluſhing, Exchuſen, and others 


\ followed . Heerupo was made ouer out 


of Enzl/idvnto thole rebelles by means 
of Sir Thomas Greſſam (then the Queens 
Agent) the ſumme of threeſcore rhou- 


ſand 
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fand pound ſterling to begin withall, & 
ſoone after foilowed ouer with troopes 
of Englith forces Morgan, Gilbert, and 
CheFer,& after theſe againe, North,Cot- 
t#0n, Caniiſh, & Norrs, all made Coro- 
nells, and coming thither with whole 
regiments,for the maintenice whereof 
great ſommes of money were fro time 
ro tyme made oner out of England , & 
ſupplyes of men continually alſo ſent. 
This rebellion hauing bin thus for | 
ſome yeares by the nolladers cotinued, 
and by the Q. of Enzl/and maintayned, 
the burthen for continuall ſupplyes of 
money grew fo heauy , that for ſome 
eaſcin ſupporting the ſame it was deui- 
ſed todraw the Duke of TAd/amon bro- 
ther vnto the French King Henry the 
_ #hir1into England, vnder colour of tea- 
ty of a match betweene him & Queens 
Elizabeth , but in the end it proued an 
infortunate match betweene him and 
the Lady Belgica; for from England he. 
was brought oger into the Netherlandes, 
= 


; The dfjayres. of Hollind. 
4nd there made Axii-dake of Brabant, ve 
pon hope that therby the King his bro» 
ther might be drawne into the buſynes, 
and ſo the Queene of Exg/and be much 
eaſed of her charge: but the ſucceſle of 
this Duke proued fo bad , that retyring 
from thenceinto France with diſhonor, 
he there not long after dyed of griefe, 
In this defignement Queene E/z- 
z4beth found her expeRation preatly 


deceaued : for albeit King Henry the. 


third of France had refuſed to take the

remayned heauyer ypon the Queene &

being {layne, the Hollanders remayned 
as a body without a head , not know- 
ing which way to turne them , vntill

hard without: but through the refiſtace 
of the rowneſmen, they were all put to 
the ſword . Whereupon he with his 
whole army ( the artillery fro the walls 
playing vpon it) was forced to retyre 
thence, in extreme diſgrace and me- 
lancholy , as a defeated enemy , andin 
the end to returne agayne into France; 
where conſidering the tricks that had. 
byn put vpon him in Ex2/and , & what 
diſgrace he had thereby receaued in 
Flannders , on the 10, Gaye of Ine, int 
the yeare 1584. he dyed of conceaved 
oriefe, in the towne of Chaitean Thiery, 
and loſt his faire poſſibility of wearing 
the crown of F72ce, ynto which he was 
the apparent heyre.

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ough, and ſuch as in many hundreds of 

eares haue not depended vpon the 
Church of Rome, yea and ſome ſuch as 
by reaſon of their great and remote {i 
tuation from theſe our partes of Chri- 
ſtendome , could not from the tyme of 
the primitiue Church come to haue, & 
to continue coreſpondence with the 
ſayd Church of Rome. We will take the 
Abiſſin:s of Ethiopia, who are ſuch an- 
cient Chriſtias,chat they had a Church 
buylded in the honor of Chriſt within 
ten yeares of the tyme of his aſcenſ1on: 
we will take the Chriſtians of Canegre 
nor,and Malabar in the Eaſt-In1jes,who 
by S. Thomas the Apoltle were conver. 
ted,and after him are ynto this day cal- 
led the Chriſtians of S. Thomaszand we 
will take the Chriſtians of the Greeks 
Church, and the ſundry forts of Chris 
ſtians thereon depending . All which,
